Now is the time for tho advocates of 
a Cliiueic tax to give practical proof 
of their willingness to employ white'ln 
substitution for jSIougolian lator. A 
number of men ami women came u)) on 
the mail stoamsbip expecting to tiud 
situations awaiting their acceptance. 
In nearly eveiy case :<;theyi had. been 
forestalled by the Chinese s'eh'ants who 

■ rettirned to their places tho day 

' before. Some of these places are in 
the cjift of Members of Parliament, 
of Civic dignitaries and of strong ad- 
vocates of tho imposition of a special 
tax oil Chinese. Wliat are these 
classes doing for the encouragement of 
the white laborer and servant 1 Have 
they extended a helping hand towards 
their brethren and sisters who came as 
strangers seeking employment? Tho 
events of the next few weeks will 
strengthen or weaken tho hands of the 
.professed friends of the white worker. 
It will be shown whether a .system of 
special taxation can or cannot be en- 
forced. Let no man try to shut his 
eyes to a sense of the responsibility 
that weighs upon him. lie caunob es- 
cape with the (juestion, "Am 1 my 
brother's keopor'/" beciiu.se he is respon- 
sible for those beneath him, or depend- 
ent upon him7 or 'connected Vith him 
by "any link that gives him power or 
inilueuco over them. Especially is it 
his duty at this crisis to sec thiit as 
far us lies in his power the strangers 
who came amongst us yesterday shall 
not bo turned away without having 
been accorded a fair trial of their capa- 
bilities. AVo do not say that a house- 
hold should tolerate bad cooking, 
waste in the kitchen or badly washed 
clothes from the hands of a white ser- 
vant, when a Chinese cook or lauudry- 
man wiU perform those duties to per- 
fection. IS'o. What we do say— 
what wo have always asserted — is 
that where a white servant can fur- 
nish- as good service as a Chinese ser- 
vant, it is the duty of a civilized 
household to employ the white servant 
in preference to the Ohinese-^even at 
an additional expense in the way of 
wages. Tho trained Chinese servant 
is a good machine. He comes and goes 
at call. Ho fetches, carries and toils 
and — draws his jiay. There his re- 
sponsibility ends; and as the bond of 
.sympathy between liim and liis employ- 
er is a monetary one the latter feels 
that no moral responsibility attaches to 
him respectiiVg his servant. But is the 
employer content to have about him 
continually mere machines, the motive 
power of whose existence ho is utterly 
ignorant of? What hold has he upon 
them 1 What guard against them 1 
.What guaraJitee.-f or virtue or preserva- 
tive from vice ? "Vice which must af- 
fect him or Ids sometimes in the very 
closest way. JSTothing is more re- 
markable than the foolhardiness with 
which some families put themselves at 
the mercy of Chinese servants, of whose 
antecedents they know nothing, or know 
only that they are cai)able of doing tho 
work .allotted to them. This should 
riot be.' ' Every family should try and 
encourage servant.s of their own race — 
of whose temper.s, prijiciple.s, liabits and 
moral characteristics they can inform 
themselves and in whose trials and joys 
they can sympathize. To accomplish 
this they must make an effort — and 
some people can never do that. They 
would rather drift through life like a 
chip with the current, caring not who 
may do their work so long as they are 
are not called on to help. We think 
that all this ought to be reformed — 

. tiiat white, servants should be taken by 
the hand,' encouraged and instructed in 
household duties if necessary, and that 
as fast as possible they .should be .sub- 
stituted for the Mongolian help that 
now rule the kitchen and tho house- 
hold. If capable cooks, house servants 
or shoemakers arrived by the City of 
Panama seeking employment, they 
should be taken in charge and di- 
rected where they may find emj)loy- 
ment. That would be giving a practi- 
cal turn to the anti-Chinese movement. 
Until some such step shall have been 

;. a<dopted < the - efforts of the Working- 
men's Protective Association will be 
negative. In fact, we can think of no 
mor? efifective method of turning tho 
labor movement to useful account than 
for the organization to assist in " plac- 
ing" new-comers who are able and wil- 
ling to work where Chinese are now 
employed. 



"British Oolumbia— Its Frosont Con- 
dition and. Puturo Policy." 



Editor Colonist : — I am not egisti- 
cal enough to sunposn that I could 
attempt to expatiate on the past and 
future policy of a country with which 
I am so newly connected without ex- 
citing criticism.

Editor Coi.o.vist : — Seeing an article 
in your paper headed "Glanders" 1 have 
taken tho lihorty of giving you a few 
points on the above disease. In the 
first jdace, without doubt, it is one of 
the most fonuidal'le diseases that horse 
llesh is open to, arid is not only loath- 
some but entirely incurable. It can 
only be produced by inoculation, or 
eating or drinking out of the .same 
vessel. Glanders are not commuincated 
by the ail' or breath ; for instance, if 
the division in a stable ^\■a.s high enough 
to prevent the animals smelling or 
snorting at one another, ^^•hieh of course 
might cause the discharge to be expelled 
on to the other horse, there woukl be 
no danger to the sound horse stabled 
with the one ail'ected. INIy great reason 
for writing this is to prevent horse 
owners at largo from l>oiug scared, us 
they nuglit easily be, by confounding 
the former malignant disease with the 
strangles, which are peculiar »to young 
horses and very sinular in appeai'ance 
to glanders, excejit that the strangles 
are accompanied by fever, sore throat, 
cough, difHculty in drinking and mucus 
contiuu.ally running in large quantities 
from Imlli iiostri/.i, and an eulargeMieut 
beneath tho jaws, which will soon suc- 
cuud) to [)roper treatment. I may atld 
I have treated during my residence hero 
a great many cases with success. I 
have also known people to think when 
a horse has even been suffering from 
catarrh, which has very similar symp- 
toms to the strangles, but is easily 
treated, that they were infected. Gland- 
ers is not accompanied by fever and 
the discharge invariably comes from the 
near nostril and is alway.s more or loss 
streake<l with blood and very gluey 
with ulceration of tiie membrane of the 
nose.

Japan. 

'I'lie native [)ress, usualh' well-iiiform- 
eil in all agricultural matters, betrays 
con.sideralilo anxiety resi)ecting the 
probable yield of the crops. 

One million two hundred thousand 
cards of silk-worms' eggs arc to be jne- 
pared for export this season. 

Mutsu Munsmitsu and Oye Taku, 
both o.K-Governors of Yokohama, have 
been convicted of conspiracy and eom- 
jdicity in an attempt to overthrow the 
existing Government. JJoth have been 
degraded from their rank, and sentenc- 
ed, the former to fiye and the liitter to 
ten years' imprisonment. Many others, 
aecomiiliees in the same jdot, have been 
awarded similar jnmisliment. 

About 10 p.m. of the 23d of August 
tiiere were evident indications of a I'is- 
ing among a discontented section of the 
Imperial Guards in the ban-acks at 
Takcbashi. The authorities had re- 
ceived information of secret meetings 
convened by Captain ]NLinanu Osukc, 
and largely attended by ]irivate soldiers; 
and fearing an outbreak, the Minister 
for War, at the hour above stated, de- 
spatched Colonel Utsunomiya to the 
barracks, presumably with instructions 
to exandno into tho cau.so of the dis- 
content, and to endeavor to preserve 
order. The appearance of this ollicer 
became the signal for a general rising, 
and the unfortunate Colonel became 
the first victim, being immediately shot 
and killed by a party of 300 enraged 
soldiery. Captain Fukazawa and Lieut. 
Sakamoto were afterward killed, and 
some other ofRccrs whose names we 
have not ascertained, were wounded. 
The soldicr.s, carrj-ing their rifles and a 
supply of amnumition, then set the bar- 
racks on lire, sallied out, and, to make 
the utmost confusion to a.ssist in what- 
ever oljject they had in view, fired vol- 
leys in the streets through which they 
passed. In tho meantime, messengers 
carried the news to the residences of 
the Chief j\[inisters of State, who, es- 
corted by detachments of cavalry, pro- 
cGodcd to the Imperial Palace, toward 
which p.art uf the mutineers were making 
their way, firing, as thoy proceeded, upon 
tho Ikjuso of H. B. Okuma, tlie Finance 
jNIini.stcr, to defend which a detachment 
of the garrison had been sent. The riot- 
er.s were met on their way to the yialaee 
by a strong force under Colonel i''odzu, 
and liere, finding escape impo.'^sible, tu-o 
of tho number are said to have coiuniitted 
suicide, and the remaiuder surrendered. 
Tho rust of the rioters attempted to de- 
stroy tlie residence of H. E. Okuma, but 
were disiiorsed by the force sent against 
thorn. The confu.sion of Tukio was cx- 
trumo, and grave fears were entertained 
that the revolt was widespread and that 
its suppression was impossible. Wo arc 
glad, liowever, to record that qniot has 
boon restored and tliat active measures 
are being taken to in(piiro into tho causes 
of tho riot, to punish the mutineers, and 
to adopt precautions calculated to prevent 
a recurrence of the outbreak. Tholos.s of 
life probably does not exceed twenty. For 
tho exciting causes ' of ' the' revolt niany 
opinions are ofl'ered, tho most rea.sonablo 
being that the Imperial Guards have been 
neglected in tlio matter of rewards and 
decorations for tlieir distinguished ser- 
vices in the late rebellion. •

China. 

It is rumored that Li Hung-chang 
and 9ther high Chinese officials are 
promoting a scheme for the construc- 
tion of a railway from Tientsin to 
Taku, on the banks of the Peiho. 

The Russian corvettes V.savlni(dv and 
Haydamak are returning home vid, the 
Suez Canal. 

Within the last twelve months fam- 
ine lias desolated the greater poriion of 
three of tho ITorthcrn provinces and a 
part of another, ruhlccin has been 
vi.sited by flood and fire and scarcity 



arising from them. Kwangtung has 
suffered and is suffering severely fi-om 
inundations, causing -widespread dis- 
tress and much disorder. Tientsin has 
been the scene of a most appallingly 
fatal conflagration ; and quite recently 
the Yangtsze has risen to such an ox- 
tent as to submerge tho country along 
its banks to so great an extent as to 
apjiear like one vast sea. This, last mis- 
fortune has, of course, resulted in enor- 
mous damage to the growing crop.';, and 
thie inhabitants of the country between 
ICiukiang and Hankow have sustained 
great losses. Indeed, it is to be feared 
that, unless the flood subsides quickly 
enough to pernnt of a second crop be- 
ing sown and garnered there will be 
scarcity in the laost productive region 
of Central China. 

Another field of emigration for Chi- 
ne.se laborers is likely to be opened up. 
A correspondent of tlu; jSVnnV.f Tima^, 
writing from Perth, Western Austra- 
lia, says that the Legislative Council of 
that Colony has just voted £4000 fos 
the introduction of Chinese there, and 
Singapore lids been named as the port 
from whence to procure the emigrants.

LoBsof aFlne Ship. 

Intelligence reached the Merchants Ex- 
change at an early hour yesterday moni- 
ing that tho fine ship Jessie Osborne, from 
Port Augusta, South Australia, bound for 
this port in ballast, was rtslioro a few miles 
north of tlie Heads. Tlio vessel was under 
charter (£3) to load wheat for .Great 
Britain, tho agent licrc being W. H. 
Harrison. From the masterP'«lconer)j 
wo obtained tho following particulars: For 
tho past few days tho weather has been 
quite foggy. At li p. in. on the 15th inst. 
passed tho Farallones; quite thick at the 
time. From this pliico shaped om- course 
NE. by EJtE, and run in luitil 7 p. m., 
when the sliip was hove to, head to north- 
ward, blowing a strong Avestcrly breeze at 
the time. On heaving to got soundings 
at 17 fathoms; next soundings got 1^ 
fathoms and at tho last sounding taken, 
wo got 10 fathoms, tho second mate 
handling the lead. On getting tho last 
sounding thovight it advisable to put the 
ship's head the other way or off shore, and 
kept off for tho purpose of wearing, but 
in doing so, tho vessel struck on tho 
southern part of Terniessee Cove. She 
went on very easy; a lino attached to an 
anchor was run oil' shore to ondoavor to 
keep the ship in a favorable position, but 
she evidently started some of her plates, 
as sho commenced to till. At 12 (mid- 
night) the master dotonuincd to como to 
town for assistance, and on loaving her in 
tho ship's boat, at that time the water 
w;\3 up to tho 'tweou ducks. Tlio wreck 
was sold for §2,400 at auction. Tlio 
Jessie Osborne was an iron ship, built at 
Dumbarton in 1874, and was owned by 
W. & A. Brown of Glasgow; valued at 
about £15,000, and waa insured. She was 
221 foot long, 34 fout beam, and 20 fuut 7 
inches depth of hold; 1,110 tons register. 

Since writing the above, wu loani that 
tho vessel lies in a smooth place, being 
stem on the swell, wliicli is very light. 
Tho decks, hatches and dcckboams iiro 
started up, and it is stated tliat ,slio lies 
on a rock, which has gone up tlirnuyh lier. 
It is smooth onoiigli for boats to lay along- 
side of her, and a great deal of lier sails, 
rigging, etc., can bo:savcd. — S. F. Alta, 
I'Jth Sept.

The secession to Rome of the Rev. 

R. B. Godolphin Osborne, nephew of 
the Duke of Leed.s, and son of the 
famous Rev. Loid Sidney Godolphin 
O.sborne — S. G. O. of the .2'iincs — is 
announced. Mr. Osborne has resigned 
the living of Dunston and "gone over." 

The death of Madame Van de Wcyer, 
widow of tho late Belgian Minister in 
England, is announced. Tho deceased 
was the only child niid heiress of the 
late Mr. Joshua Bates, one of the prin- 
cipal members of tho tirin of Baring & 
Company, and on whose death sho in- 
herited his large fortune. 

Letters received in Dublin from 
Brussels state that J udge Kcogli's con- 
dition continues to improve, and there 
is sonic hope of his ultimately recover- 
ing his mental and. bodil}' health. Bc- 
fcro he left Dublin for his foreign trip 
he had been suffering from hypochon- 
driasis, wliich upon the recent unhappy 
occasion lapsed into a sudden mania 
that would appear to have been the 
climax of his disorder. 

When General Grant visited Sunder- 
land its Corporation entertained him 
handsomely, and charged tho ratepayers 
with the expenses of a special train, the 
ringing of belLs, and tho music of bands. 
Whon^t was done there was the bill to 
be paidj and it was straightway charg- 
ed to the borough fund. Some acute 
ratepayers objected to the payment of 
the expenses out of the borough fund, 
on tho ground that the money collected 
was directed by the statute to bo ap- 
plied to certain purposeSj of which tho 
reception of General Grant was not one. 
The Queen's Bench division upheld the 
objection to tho payment, and conse- 
quently the gentlemen who prompted 
the reception will be gratified with the 
opportunity of paying the expenses, not 
over $500, out of their own pockets. 

A fearful scene took place at a fatal 
fire in the East End of London, near 
Columbia Market, on tho 25tli ult. A 
woman had gone out early in tlie morn- 
ing to make some purchases in the 
neighborhood, leaving two very young 
children locked up in a room two sto- 
ries from the street. It is supposed 
the little girl set fire to the bed whilst 
playing with some' lucifor matches, and 
then the alarm was raised;;^ Aa,. the 
front door was closed there -Nvas no 
means of getting into the premises. A 
large van was therefore stepped and 
drawn close up to the window ; on it a 
ladder was raised. Tlio firemen did 
their best to rescue tho inmates, who 
were in great danger. One lodger liv- 
ing in tho back room forced open the 
door of the room in which the fire was 
raging, but was beateix back by a rush 
of smoke and flame, and his hair was 
singed. Meanwhile the firemen smash- 
ed in the window, and as tho bed was 
close to it, . one of : them managed to 
catch hold of the eldei' tjhild and placed 



her in tlie van. She was dreadfully 

burnt and apparently dead. The flames 
shot out of the window, but the fire- 
man, nothing daunted, endeavored to 
enter tho room. He pulled down In.s 
helmet, and succeeded by dint of sheer 
courage iu getting inside, and soon, 
amidst the intense excitement of a 
large crowd which had congregated in 
the street, he reappeared with the 
younger child, which he dropped into 
the arms of the carman. Both children 
were fearfully injured by fire, the feet 
of one of tiiein , being almost burned 
off. The fireman had in the meantime 
descended the ladder, but a cry being 
raised that the mother of the children 
was jirobably inside, he again wont up, 
but the tiro was then se fiere--^ and the 
smoke so dense that ne could no-t enter 
the "room. He therefore directed his 
attention to saving the inmates of the 
apartments above, who were loudly 
crying for help, but before anj' effectual 
inoan.s could bo taken for their preser- 
vation u woman jumped out into the 
street, and fell twenty-five feet, sus- 
taining serious injury to her apine.

I don't know how it is that Liver- 
pool is always before the sister city 
Manchester in giving entertainments to 
all sorts of deserving persons, particu- 
larly if they arc eonneoted with the 
County Palatine of Lancaster. Last 
night the Mayor of the great town on 
the Mer.sey entertained at a sumjituous 
banquet throe Cabinet Ministers who 
are natives of Lancaster — The Home 
Secretary, Jlr. Cross; the Secretary of 
War, Col. Stanley; and Lord Sandon, 
President of the Board of Trade; and 
there was a great gathering of local 
magnates to welcome their distinguished 
fellows. Mr. Towood, the Mayor, in 
proposing tho toast of the royal family, 
alluded to the important position in 
society that the royal family were call- 
ed upon to till, remarking that one of 
the Queen'.s daughtent would adon bo 
speeding to assist her noble husband in 
promoting the welfares of our brethern 
in Canada, thus marking the interest 
ill the jmblic weal, so making the na- 
tion rejoice tliat they possess such a 
royal family'. This sentiment was re- 
ceived with cl>.eer.s by tho assembled 
guests, and in returning thanks for the 
toast of tho Army Col. Stanley paid a 
handsome tribute to tho loyal spirit of 
the Canadians shown iu the spontaneous 
olFcr of help at the time when it seemed 
far from unlikely that wo were about 
to be plungcd.intowav Avith a powerful 
State.

The same journal 
adds to its report that Lord Salisbury 
insisted that France should occupy 
Tunis.
